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Judge Hightower rules on jury venire lawsuit

Those challenging the constitu- 
tionality of the new jury selection 
law for Coffee County have finally 
had their day in court. 

Judge William Hightower, the 

ial assignment Coffee County 
ircuit Judge assigned to hear the 
case, has handed down his ruling. It 
was filed in the Circuit Clerk’s Of- 
fice on November 27, 1996. 

The case was heard on Wednes- 
day, October 30, after being post- 
poned on two other occasions. 

Judge Hightower's order read as 


follows: 

“Act 96-454 does not apply to 
crimes alleged to have been commit- 
ted prior to May 20, 1996, and is not 
unconstitutional as to those offens- 
es. 

According to the judge’s ruling, 
this means that individuals charged 
with alleged criminal acts occurring 
before the date of the new law being 
approved by the Governor, May 20, 
1996, will be tried by jurors chosen 
from a jury venire of persons living 
in the legal division in which the al- 
leged crime occurred.

The new license issuance system 
will be operated by the Department 
of Public Safety and will consist of 
more than 100 issue sites located at 
probate judge and license commis- 
sioner offices statewide. 

About one million new licenses 
and identification cards are expected 
to be issued during the first year. 
The process will take a four-year- 
cycle to supply all Alabama drivers 
with the new license as they renew. 
By the year 2001 every driver in Al- 
abama will have a new license. 

Under the new license issuance 
system, applicants for new and re- 
newal license will receive temporary 
black and white photo licenses (cur- 
rent temporary license do not pro- 
vide a photograph) from county pro- 
bate judge or license commissioner 
offices 

The system, when fully imple- 
mented, will allow the probate 

judge/license commissioner clerks to 
view the electronic image of photos 
on file to see if they match persons 
seeking replacement licenses. Per- 
manent licenses will be produced 
and mailed from Department of Pub- 
lic Safety headquarters in Montgom- 


“In addition to providing in- 
creased driver license security, the 
new license system will help insure 
more efficient and reliable customer 
service,” said Col. L. N. Hagan, Pub- 
lic Safety director. 

The new system will improve 
customer service by offering speedi- 
er production of licenses. Most ap- 
plicants should receive their license 
within about a week rather than three 
to four weeks required by the current 
system. The new system will also 
feature simpler operation at work 
stations and enhance on-line help for 
probate judge/license commissioner 
issuing clerks 

The photography process that has 
been used for the past 11 years will 
be replaced by the new issuance sys- 
tem. Public Safety's Office of Infor- 
mation System and Technology has 
been working with the Finance De- 
ent Data Systems Management 

vision on implementing the new 
issuance system since 1995 

The low bid recently was award- 
ed to Bull Worldwide Information 
Systems and their integrator, Ingns, 
for hardware, software and project 
management, with printers provided 
by Sandia Imaging Systems Corpo- 
ration. MC2 Consulting, Inc., a local 
Montgomery company, is assisting 
in developmen of software for the 
system. NEC and Dynamic Imaging

America's Future Also Hinges on President's Cabinet 


While much of the nation’s 
attention in recent weeks has been 
focused on the impact of the Presi- 
dential reelection and the political 
make-up of the new Congress, there 
are other changes underway in Wash- 
ington which offer equally dramatic 
impacts on the future of federal gov 
ernment policy. 

Presidential administrations 
constantly undergo changes and per 
sonnel adjustments to reflect the 
President's political goals. Such fluc- 
tuations are not new, but the number 
of top cabinet vacancies at the end of 
President Clinton's first term is dra- 
matic, As the Clinton Administration 
prepares for a second term, a full one- 
half of the President's cabinet is ei- 
ther resigning or being asked to leave. 
And there is a possibility that even 
more may follow. 

With seven out of fourteen key 
cabinet secretaries departing, the 
country should be concerned. Such 
an exodus affects the most critical of 
government functions for the next 
four years: international relations, 
national defense, national transporta- 
tion safety, and federal housing pro- 
grams, to name a few. 

Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher has already tendered his 
resignation, leaving the Clinton Ad- 
ministration with the formidable task 
of selecting a new chief statesman. 
Replacing Christopher with a well 
qualified and experienced candidate 
is paramount in a world where politi- 
cal and military instability continues 
to affect and threaten our national 
interests. Unfortunately, that’s not 
all as Defense Secretary William Perry 
is also leaving the chief Pentagon 
post. 

The world, meanwhile, will not 
stop and wait for these key cabinet 
vacancies to be filled. Indeed, many 


“hot spots” around the globe are 
poised to flare-up at the most unex 
pected time, 

A briefrun-down includes cons 
tinued unrest in central Africa wherd 
the Administration along with othet 
nations are contemplating military 
roles in the near future to protect 
millions of Rwandan refugees; the 
on-going U.S. presence in the former 
Yugoslavia which now enters its sec- 
ond year despite earlier White House 
assurances to the contrary; the fledg- 
ling peace process in the Middle East 
which alters in intensity by the week; 
the political uncertainty in Russia with 
its ailing president and his growing 
opposition; the continued threat of 
communist North Korea to American 
interests in South Korea and through- 
out the Far East; and of course, 
Saddam Hussein's ever present chal- 
lenges to United Nations sanctions 
against his rogue Persian Gulf re- 
gime. 

These big shoes aren't the only 
ones the President must fill in the 
days ahead. Also departing is Trans- 
portation Secretary Federico Pena 
whose department oversees the FAA 


and air safety; Housing and Urban’ 


Development chief Henry Cisneros 
‘steps down as does embattled Energy 
Secretary Hazel O'Leary, and Secre- 
tary of Labor Robert Reich. The 
Commerce Department's top spot 
remains vacant and it has been dis- 
cussed that Attorney General Janet 
Reno may be asked to leave. 

In the face of these and possi- 
bly other cabinet departures, it is 
hoped that the President will base his 
decisions for hiring replacements on 
qualifications and experience. 
America needs its best and brightest 
and we trust our President will seek 
those most suited to help lead our 
nation into the 21st Century.

The Elba Tigers had a busy week on the basketball court last week, but 
made the most of the opportunity as they won three of four games to im- 
prove their record for the season to 4-1, The Tigers smashed a very good 
Ashford team 63-42 Tuesday night for their second win of the young sea- 
son, then competed in the Coffee County Thanksgiving Tournament and de- 
feated Kinston 60-46 and New Brockton 59-56, before suffering their first 
loss of the season at the hands of Geneva County 60-51, in the tourney fi- 
nals.

Careful selection of a cut Christ- 
mas tree makes for greater longevity 
of your tree during the holiday sea- 
son, Select a fresh tree. Branches 
should be pliable, bending but not 
breaking easily. 

Hide the tree while you transport 
it, It needs to be covered with a 
cloth, tarp or in the trunk of the car. 
Aif moving rapidly across the foli- 
age quickly dries out the tree, 

Remove an inch or two from the 
base of the trunk and set the freshly 
cut end in a buck of warm water for 
the tee to “drink”, Recharging the 
water supply in the tree is important 
for its longevity indoors. Let the tree 
take up water overnight. 

Introduce your tree to the indoor 
environment, It should be allowed to 
take up water in a location protected 
from wind, cold, and even sun if the 
tree will be left out during part of the 
day before you can get it inside. If 
possible, bring the tree into a partial- 
ly heated area to help it adjust to the

Never allow the reservoir 
of your Christmas tree holder to go 
dry as an air lock can form in the 
iruink that can keep the tree from ab- 
sorbing water again. 

Trees and hot, dry places are a 
dangerous combination, Trees 
placed near fireplaces, heat. venits, 
television sets and anything else that 
can dty out the needles not only dry 
out faster and don’t last as long, but 
they pose a fire threat to your family. 
Place trees well away from such dry 
spots. 

Messy, trees happen. Expect 
some of the brown, inside needles to 
drop. Conifers normally drop older 
needles during the winter so you are 

etting some of the natural leaf drop 
in your living room, However, keep 
the tree watered so it won't shed too 
many needles, 

After Christmas, don’t just put 
the tree on the curb to be hauled off 
in the trash, Recycle it. Some com- 
munities offer collection points for 
trees 10 be composted or ground and 
used for mulch. Chop up and use the 
tree for mulch in your landscape or 
compost it, One less tree in the land- 
fill is a plus. 

Safe, beautiful trees are no acci- 
dent, Choose and care for your tree 
and it will make its special contribu- 
tions to the spirit of the holiday sea- 
son.

Elba City Council holds 
two-in-one meeting

The Elba City Council held the 
two meetings required for December 
the same night, being sure they: were 
ready for any Christmas party and 
any potential visit from Santa. 

The first meeting consisted of 
paying the bills and making two ap- 
pointments to the Industrial De- 
velopment Board. 

Bills totaling $15,259.57 were ap- 
proved after council members had 
reviewed them individually. 

Two appointments were needed 
to bring the Industrial Board back to 
full strength. J. Doug Kendrick’s 
term had expired and he chose not to 
serve another term. Also Ronnie 
Hammond had been elected to the 
city council and had to resign. 

Appointed to the board were 
Steve Williams and Daniel Stephens. 

No action was taken on a request 
by Randy Tyson for a pool room li- 
cense. The council read from a letter 
written by the city atlorney noting 
applicants must first get a permit 
from the probate judge and bring the 
building up to standards before the 
council can consider granting a li- 
cense. City Attorney Jeff Kelley 
quoted from section 34-6-32 of the 
Code of Alabama. 

The second mecting started with a 
routine police report. Chief Ronnie 
Whitworth reported the officers were 
patrolling more than ever. He ex- 
plained he was checking on this at 


all hours of the day and night. 

Whitworth also responded to 
Councilman Ronnie Hammond’s 
questions about speeding on Claxton 
Avenue by saying they were actively 
working in that area. He noted that 
most of the speeding tickets written 
during the past two weeks were on 
Claxton, as was a DUI. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow re- 
ported the department heads were 
working on revising the proposed 
personnel manual and should have it 
ready for the council in January. 

Easement on the sewer projects 
are coming in slowly, Morrow re- 
ported. Property owners must sign 
these easements before they can get 
sewer taps on the extended sewer 
lines. 

Morrow reported to the council 
that the expanded recycling project 
is ready for council approval. The 
council approved this project. 

The council voted to participate 
with the Choctawhatchee - Pea River 
Watershed project on a study of 
available surface water for drinking 
and future industrial expansion. 
Mayor Grimes recommended joining 
this project. 

The city will pay $1,000 per year 
on the three year project which is ex- 
pected to cost $600,000. Half of the 
cost will be funded by the Alabama 
Geological Survey, A state grant is 
expected to fund another $150,000. 
Other communities will also help 
fund the project. Councilman Ben 
Carpenter voted against the action. 


and even narcotics are sometimes 
thrown into areas to which “jail trus- 
tees” and “work release inmates” 
have access to. This “contraband” is 
then taken into the facility by these 
persons. 

In addition to helping stop the 
flow of contraband, the jail will 
serve as another barrier a fleeing in- 
mate would have to hurdle in order 
to escape the facility. 

Sheriff Moates estimates that the 
proposed fence will cost approxi- 
mately $9,000. He told commission- 
ers that his office could contribute 
$2,000 toward the construction cost. 

After a short discussion, commis- 
sioners agreed to consider the matter 
after the body inspects the jail and 
reviews the sheriff's proposal. 

Coffee County’s Forester, Bob 
DeVaughan appeared before the 
commissioners requesting their as- 
sistance in purchasing a new 4- 
wheel drive pick-up truck for the fo- 
restry department. 

DeVaughan noted that his depart- 
ment had a balance of $9,695.00 in 
the budget which could be used to- 
ward the purchase of the vehicle on 
state bid. Currently the state bid on 
this type vehicle is $18,539.22. 

He further explained that the Ala- 
bama State Forestry Department 
would pay the balance on the cost of 
the pick-up. 

DeVaughan explained that it is 
much simpler for the local agency - 
county commissioner - to handle the 
purchase (paperwork), in conjunc- 
tion with the county forestry depart- 
ment, in this manner. The transac- 


tion will not cost the county any 


money. ‘ — a oe) 

The commissioners agreed to De- 
Vaughan’s request. 

ommissioners also agreed to 

look into the possibility of assisting 
the Boy Scouts with a road problem. 

Larry Millner, speaking on behalf 
of Camp Alaflo, asked for help in 
paving the access road to the camp.

New Brockton’s Town Council 
wasted little time in moving through 
its 12-item agenda Monday evening.
